In addi- 
tion (o manufacturing lawn mowers the company expects to pro- 
duce marine gasoline engines. 


REDUCTION OF RATE IN IOWA. 

Implement dealers in and around Davenport have just been no- 
tified by the Iowa railroad commissioners that the freight on iron 
pumps will be reduced. The change comes principally through the 
efforts of S. B. Lafferty of the Red Jacket Manufacturnig Co., 
who has been one of the most enthusiastic advocates of the meas- 
ure. The new ruling of the commissioners provides that after 
February 24, iron pumps will be reduced from first to third class, 
which means a corresponding reduction in the freight rate. 


F. E. MYERS & BROS.’ GOOD REPORT. 

f. E. Myers & Bro. report that the ioss of their shipping ware- 
house and a large amount of finished goods has not caitsea any 
delay in filling their orders. Their shipments during the months 
of January and February were larger than a year ago, and they 
have the largest business booked of their career. The increased 
capacity of their work by the addition of a large machine shop 
and nearly one-half larger capacity to their foundry, and running 
all night turns, has enabled them to take care of their customers 
in this satisfactory way. Having this increased capacity and a 
good supply of raw material they are in position to make all 
shipments promptly. 


EMPLOYING A LAWYER. 

A little knowledge of law may be a dangerous thing; still the 
business man who would depend upon his attorney to direct his 
every movement that had a legal bearing would be hopelessiy 
handicapped. Some business ventures require quick decision 
when advice is not available; others are too trivial to -warrant 
it. The ordinary business man can determine readily enough 
whether the amount involved in a contemplated action would be 
enough to make a “taking the chances” policy unwise. The real 
question is, “what else is involved.” Is the action limited to the 
one transaction or does it possibly entail future obligations? This 
he should always determine before signing any contract or in 
any way binding himself either by his own knowledge or through 
legal advice. 

It is a pretty safe rule to consider every contemplated act first 
from the standpoint of future responsibility and, having that 
disposed of, the question of lawyer or no lawyer may be very 
easily decided from the merits of the case. 


CHICAGO CASH BUYERS’ UNION. 


A receiver was appointed to take charge of the affairs of the 
Cash Buyers’ Union First Co-operative Society at Chicago on 
February 26th by Federal Judge S. H. Bethea. The concern was 
capitalized at $5,000,000 and sold shares among farmers and lab- 
oring people all over the country. The action was taken on the 
petition of three creditors, whose claims aggregate $700. These 
companies acted at the direct instigation of the postal authori- 
ties, who have been conducting an investigation of the company 
during the last six months. Criminal prosecution depends upon 
the examination of the books, which will be taken up under the 
receivership. 

The postoffice inspectors say that $1,027,000 worth of common 
stock has been sold. Julius Kahn, formerly with Sce1s, soe- 
buck & Co., is president. Admitted liabilities are close to $300,- 
000, and it is estimated that the merchandise on hand is not 
worth more than $150,000. The open bank account of the so- 
cietv is $00. . 

The court gave the receiver permission to go on with the busi- 
ness of the company, so far as cash sales are concerned. Sales 
of stock, however, will not be allowed. Payment of the em- 
ployes also was allowed. This amounted to $2.770. A petition 
was filed by Assistant County Attorney Jones for the payment 
of the personal property tax .of the company for 1905. This tax 
amounts to $1.047.. Kahn had mailed a check for the amount 
to. Treasurer Hanberg, Mr. Jones said, but the bank had re- 
fused to honor it. .On a recent date the opinion was expressed 


by Receiver E. C. Day that the Cash Buyers’ Union would find 
a way out of its difficulties. 
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THE USE OF TROUBLE. 
Worry is an expensive luxury, but there is nothing like a Iit- 
tle concern and uncertainty about the future to keep the rust 
from gathering. There is a lot of stimulus in occasional mis- 
fortune and the man who can sit complaisantly down and watch 
Dame Fortune smile at him isn’t in it as a business hustler with 
the fellow who has to make his raids upon her cupboard when 
her back is turned. A bed of down is far more comfortable at 
the time than one of thistles, but the latter furnishes a great deal 
more inducement for an early business rising. 


THE PERMANENT EMPLOYEE. 

There is a well defined prejudice against the third-term office 
seeker but the wise business man will not allow that prejudice 
to enter into his office management, for it is not good business 
whether it is good politics or not. The salesman who is only 
pretty fair is worth a good deal more in a concern with the goods 
and methods and customers which he is familiar with than in any 
other place or than even a better salesman would be in his. It 
is true that a new man could soon learn the methods and he is 
probably familiar with the goods already, that is the small end 
of it. He cannot readily acquire all of the individual peculiari- 
ties of your customers as the man who has been selling to them 
for you for the past year knows them. 

An old horse dealer used to say that every time two men traded 
horses both of them lost 25 per cent., providing neither one got 
cheated, because ro man could get the same service out of a 
strange horse without injuring it, that he could out of his own 
and he lost that much before becoming accustomed to the new 
one. 

The same rule applies with even greater force to the employ- 
ment of office men and clerks. Don’t trade; don’t shift about. 
Life is too short to break in new men constantly. Choose care- 
fully at the start and when you take a new man upon your force 
regard him as a permanent fixture. Use the energy you would 
expend on hunting up a better clerk in making a better clerk 
of him, then keep him working for you as long as he works for 
anyone, even if he asks more pay as he becomes worth more. If 
he goes from you he will naturally seek employment in a smaller 
line among your competitors and may, with his personal know- 
ledge of your customers, take some of them with him. At any 
rate the effort spent in hunting and training new help may as a 
rule be more profitably employed in strengthen'ng the old force; 
for that is the initiatory expense which is always the heaviest 
and most unprofitable part of any investment that is not of a 
permanent nature. 


ANIMAL PECULIARITIES. 


Tortoises and turtles have no teeth. 

All animals which chew the cud have cloven feet. 

Both mandibles of the parrot’s beak are movable, but most 
birds are able to move only one. 

The deer is furnished with supplementary breathing places tn 
addition to the nostrils, and this would appear to be an extraor- 
dinary provision of nature giving the beast of the chase a free 
respiration.

Editorial Trade Review 


The number of conventions of the retailers of the coun- 
try is drawing toward a finality and as state after state 
shows an organization of 600 or 700 members each 
they show at least an interest which brings about an un- 
selfish altruism that will result in more uniform profits that 
are proper and commendable, resulting in a greater volume 
of business and a more equable division of customers so 
as to keep the local trade well in hand. Numbers of 
papers have been read at the various gatherings detailing 
how a successful business can be done profitably, and told 
unselfishly by competitors in a-manner that takes one into 
their confidence as belonging to the same guild, and en- 
titled to the information. The relations existing between 
the retail dealers and the jobber are more clearly defined 
and can be safely depended upon, the jobber having come 
to the meetings and answered adverse criticism frankly 
and insisting with the manufacturers on his rights, tell- 
ing him to keep within his own domain and leave the re- 
tailer “to his friend the jobber.’”” The manufacturer has 
been wrestled with conscientiously, to let the catalogue 
house alone and cease to supply a class of trade that the 
retailer regards as his arch enemy. So that the catalogue 
house, to get the goods on which they founded their busi- 
ness, is compelled to a great extent to use some of their 
immense capital in manufacturing a large portion of it. 
Anything springing up that threatens the vitality and gen- 
eral usefulness of the dealer, a united organization of all 
concerned can be depended upon to wipe it out of existence 
or know the reason why. 

There has been a very gratifying trade in all lines of 
goods for February so that when comparisons are made 
with previous years the fact remains that 1906 is telling 
a flattering tale and maybe a magnificent business is in- 
dicated by the daily activity that accompanies this san- 
guine view of its early wants. 

So many jobbers have stocked up during the four 
months past and advances in every line have made this 
cause a good one to be guided by, that they can honestly 
shade the market on many good things and make dealers 
reap the advantages by so doing. The active demand 
they felt satisfied would prove the good market of the 
Spring trade has resulted in making it an eager one to 
cater to, and the volume of trade continues large and will 
be found to afféct favorably the increasing business of 
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the future which already is evidencing a streneth both 
satisfactory and profitable to all concerned. 


The season has been such an open one that the re- 
tailers who booked orders for what is usually considered 
early enough, have found a demand still earlier and have 
been urgently begging for shipments in advance of an- 
ticipated requirements that cannot always be responded 
to. This includes such staples as Nails, Wire and |; ncing 
with which to commence the trade of the season: so that 
jobbers report a state of traffic thus far in the year the 


figures of which on the articles it includes that has never 
been reached before, which if continued throughout the 
year will be unparalleled. This feeling of sanguine 
eagerness in regard to all transactions indicates a srowth 
in the customary confidence usually affecting buyers, and 
manufacturers are preparing by increasing facilities to be 
ready to fill the orders from jobbers which they know must 
come. 

The constantly increasing population promises increas- 
ing acres of our domain that will be added to our crops an- 
nually, only to know the wealth will follow that makes our 
country’s prosperity. We are growing marvellously, 
crowding over into Canada and increasing the wheat fields 
of that great northern domain at a rate that excites won- 
der and astonishment where conservatism is the rule rather 
than the reverse. And building operations on an ex- 
tended plan permeate the West and Northwest with the 
scale of improvements which follow, that promises a 
steady consumption that will make this year present a 
period of growth in the Hardware trade unsurpassed in 
its volume and wider in its distribution. 

There has been an increase made in the number of fac- 
tories who can see good money in manufacturing Hard- 
ware and a number of plants have been started, making 
special branches of Hardware in the North and North- 
west. While the factories that have been added are not 
in all cases large or noteworthy, they have confined them- 
selves to making specialties that meet with a ready sale. 
Then again companies already prominent on the market 
have largely increased their capital for additions to their 
present works, increasing their ability to turn out goods, 
thus adding greatly to the general productiveness. 


THE CLERK’S SPARE TIME. 


If your clerks came with a demand for a one or two hour de- 
crease in the length of their working day the chances are that 
the demand would not be willingly conceded; but how much more 
than that time are they now really serving you? After taking 
into account their idle time between the demands of successive 
customers upon them is it not true that their actual average 
daily service is curtailed by an hour or two? . The mere fact 
that they are on hand prepared to work is not of itself a source 
of profit for their employer until he is able to utilize this readi- 
ness to his own advantage. 

To devise between-time occupations that are evidently intended 
to use up their idle minutes more than for any other purpose 1s 
to secure their ill-will without obtaining their very hearty co-op- 
eration. That is the sort of thing which stirs up the spirit of 
“getting even.” Instead some useful form of invoicing work, 
or labeling or arranging, for each one in some special depart- 
ment should be devised, something as much a relief as possible 
from the regular duties and that will at the same time awaken 
a certain interest in its completion. Then don’t make the mis- 
take of telling them that you see they have a little spare time 
which you wish to utilize. Tell them instead that you are anx- 
icus to get this list made out or these goods labeled as soon as 
it can possibly be done without interfering with their other 
work; “just watch your chance and get it done as soon as you 
can.” A discreet manager will keep the between-times of his 
clerks. profitably employed in.tasks in which they will take 4 
personal interest and will render willing assistance if worthy 
of their hire.

I hold it to be an undeniable fact that greater good will come to 
the Hardwaremen from the uprooting of the foolish jealousies existing 
among competitors and from the recognition of the fact that there 
is more benefit for each in selling goods at a profit than in a sense- 
less warfare of cutting prices: in friendly co-operation to run their 
nag upon a healthy basis, than from the removal of the catalogue 
ouse. 

While it cannot be denied that

it is also indisputable that our associations have become great train- 
ing schools and are year by year better instructed to meet the enemy. 
Some there are who believe that mail order houses have come to stay, 
and it may be that they are right. The birth of these houses may 
have been an accident, but their phenomenal success would indicate 
that they met a “long felt want’ and are filling it. It should be 
our business to find out what that want is and fill it ourselves. is 
it that we have been careless about letting the reople know about the 
goods we have to sell? Have we been indifferent about meeting the 
demands of our customers for certain goods they want, but which 
we thought “wouldn’t pay” to carry? Have we preferred to sell 
$100 worth at 50 per cent: profit rather than $300 worth at 25 per 
cent.? If our essociations are waking us up to these facts

for what should belong to us, and then the catalogue house will no 
longer trouble their areanse, but will be having troublous dreams it- 
self, 
Another danger and a grave one, that at present threatens the 
retail dealer ae jobber in every line of business, is the different par- 
cels post bills that are being introduced in various guises and backe 
by mysterious though powerful influences. It is imperatively necessary 
for every retail dealer to watch these measures, and to write to the 
several Representatives avd Senators in Congress protesting against 
o enlargement of privileges now existing and urge the adoption 
of a i-cent letter postage rate. 

I feel highly encouraged by the growth of our association, and

I feel 
that the jobbers are taking on some things that they will find very 
disagrzeadle to themselves, as well as getting both the retailer and 
jobber into trouble. That is along the line of Stoves and Implements, 
and such goods as require repairs, which being changed from year 
to year, one line of goods and then another, are creating a great 
deal of trouble. :

They are looking for our business 
while we are prosperous and are looking for our money when crops 
are bad. Whenever we do not get the money they get awfully busy 
and never stop to think that all our movey is tied up with our cus- 
tomers and it may be perfectly good. That is my experience. Per-

several of them that practically all jobbers in one line or another 
are sneaking a fine wildcat trade, notwithstanding every one of them 
is ready to jump on the manufacturer because he happens to sell the 
retailer direct and happens to get a little of his business.

The success of a tasteful window is. best manifested by the interest 

it produces in the passer-by. ‘Une person looKiug and remaining be- 
fore a window wiil invariavly draw others. Suuow cards are a very 
necessary aajunct tor an attractivé window. aney can be made by 
most any one, always using neat, whit@ cardboard and Making a 
neat letter aud gure with Letterine @ad a brush or a good ruvber 
marking set, tor it is very important to have most goods marked with 
a ~ ta price ticket and orten new goods or specials with a descriptive 
card. 
Some merchants do not favor putting prices on articles unless they 
have special Vaiues. Have you ever iound yourself looking into a 
suow window, and without a price you tound littie interest*in the 
display, but .

with the price of the article and when in need your mind drifted 
back to where you saw the item and the price was impressed upon 
fou? 
in building a new store or remodeling same the mistake too fre- 
quentiy made is that the base of the window is built too high. 

Tne floor of the window shouid never be higher thaa 18 inches over 
and above the level of the sidewalk and on a iine with the front. ‘he 
display in the window should be brought betore the eyes of iuse passer- 
by in a natural manner. For instance, a Kange, Heater or Retriger- 
ator should be on au even level, but if the same articles were seen 
3 = high in a show window the effect would be seriously dimin- 
eshed. 

To appreciate the value of window displays you should do a little 
figuring, How many peuple pass your place in a day. If the average 
is tive a minute in the eight busiest hours of the day 2,4V00 people 
would pass your window. ‘This number, 2,400, represeuts what in 
newspaper parlance is called “‘dai:y circulation.” wow your suow 
wiuduws occupy, say, 100 square teet of space, and in it you can dis- 
piay attractive:y quite a line of goods, changing tne —.spiay as olteD 
as you wish. In @2 daily newspaper with an actual circulation of 
2,000, five square inches (not square feet) would cost approximately 
$5 per day, and in this space you can put only illustrations of the 
articles themselves and as a rule the illustrations but imperfectly 
represent those articles. Now your window space presents a surface 
of 288 times as great as your $5 newspaper space, has depth in 
addition to surface, and in it can be dispiayed the articles them- 
selves, true to life as to color, size, shape and everything, and fur- 
thermore they are seen at the entrance to your establishment, inside 
of which

as show windows should not be neglected.

DEATH OF FREDERICK T. TOWNE. 

Frederick Tallmadge Towne, General Superintendent of The 
Yale & Towne Manufacturing Company and younger son of Hen- 
ry R. Towne, the company’s president, died at his home in Stam- 
ford, Conn., Sunday morning, February 4, of Bright’s disease. 

Mr. Towne was born in Stamford March 5, 1872, and after 
preparatory courses in Stamford schools and St. Marks’ School, 
Southboro, Mass., entered the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. After leaving college he entered the works in Stamford 
and regularly worked his way up through the various depart- 
ments, studying the business and methods of management, with 
the sole purpose of qualifying himself intelligently to make a 
specialty of a business then highly specialized. 

At the time he had fairly qualified himself for serious work 
in the Yale & Towne works his father, Henry R. Towne, was 
still living in Stamford, and he became his father’s assistant. 
Later, when his father transferred his residence from Stamford 
to New York, in order more effectively to direct the affairs of 
the company from its general offices, which were also transferred 
at about the same time to New York, he became first the assis- 
tant general superintendent and finally the general superinten- 
dent in charge of the entire management of the company’s plant 
and responsible therefor directly to the president. He has held 
and ably filled the position thus implied during the past six or 
seven years. 

In his home and social life, while possessed of a certain quiet 
reserve, with those whom he knew well he was cordial, sym- 
pathetic, a good companion and true friend. In the community 
where he was born, lived and died nearly every one in active life 
knew him personally and held him in high esteem. He was a 
member of the Suburban Club and Wee Burn Golf Club of 
Stamford, the Engineers’ Club of New York and St. Anthony 
Club of Boston. He is survived by a widow and two sons.

When the Nineteenth Century dies and the Twentieth Century 
‘s calle upon to carve an epitaph upon its tombstone, an epitaph 
must be carved extolling wonderful progress in easy selling Hard- 
ware specialty lines. In no other field has such marked develop- 
ment been known. During this entire century, advance has been 
an ommipresent watchword. One side line has followed another. 
To-day's effort has surpassed that of yesterday, and acted only as 
a stepping stone to the greater effort of to-morrow. It has been 
when the greatest instinct, the keenest forethought, the 


an ag 
highest degree of excellence has triumphed in its respective 
specialty field. There has been little room for loiterers. The 
pace bas been swift and fast and only the most masterful have 


remaitied to tell by results they have achieved, the story of their 
exertions and triumphs. 

In no field has progress been more marked than in that of bi- 
cycle making and selling. It is the king of mounts, It is adopted 
as the journey companion. No life-is perfect unless enlivened by 
the delightful exercise and health it helps to create. But, to give 
perfect enjoyment, the wheel must be a perfect machine. It must 
be pertect to look upon and perfect to ride upon. It must have 
ease of action and be supplied with that apparent feeling of re- 
sponse that makes the rider and the machine almost a single being. 

The present picycle manufacturers seem to be ever conscious 
of one duty—one ambition—something better—something truer— 
something more simple, lasting and satisfying. With bicycles of 
distinctive design, equipped with everything helpful to comfort 
and pleasure, the unanimous opinion among the trade is that the 
bicycle has been lifted up to a plane it has never risen to before. 
The bicycle of to-day. is not only absolutely accurate in every de- 
tail, but in construction throughout, is most simple and easily 
mastered. The demand for good bicycles is constantly increas- 
ing as is best shown by the flood of-orders pouring in and the 
insistence wiin which the general public call for new mounts. 
The time has gone by when a bicycle can be considered a luxury. 
It is entertainment—it is an out-door exerciser—it is an invest- 
ment to prolong good health and cheer. The bicycle as a means 
of conveyance and an economizer of time makes it especially 
adapted as a vehicle for either pleasure or business purposes, for 
the use of men and women in all classes of life. 

“But how am I going to learn to ride it?” is the first question 
the would-be cyclist is liable to ask the dealer who wants to sell 
him a bicycle. Riding a modern safety is quickly and easily 
learned, but where the prospective rider is inclined to be nervous, 
perhaps the following instructions may prove of value and assis- 
tance 

Get an old wheel, if possible; if not, take your new mount, ad- 
just the saddle low enough for the ground to be easily reached by 
your feet while seated in the saddle. Remove the pedals, choose 
a level bit of road, get astride the saddle, push the wheel along 
until it has headway, then raise your feet from the ground, main- 
taining your balance until the machine finally compels you to place 
one or both of your feet upon the ground. Repeat this until you 
have learned to balance yourself and have acquired the confi- 
dences begotten thereby. 

You will find it necessary in learning to ride, to unlearn much 
of your previously acquired knowledge regarding the art of bal- 
ancing. The whole secret of wheel balance lies in doing just the 
reverse from what you feel inclined to do, namely, when the 
machine begins to incline toward the left, turn the steering wheel 
to the left; if you are falling toward the right, turn to the right. 
Once you have learned to do this so as to do it unconsciously, 
you are more than half way through your cycling novitiate. En- 
deavor to avoid sudden and violent pulls at your handle bar at 
this stage of learning. 

When able to balance yourself on the machine for as great a 
distance as the wheel will run from the momentum given it by a 
shove from your feet, find a smooth road with a slight down grade 
and gradually take the machine nearer and nearer the top, as 
each succeeding trial gives you confidence. Steer as straight al- 
Ways as you can. After awhile, practice balancing on the step. 
Place your left foot on the step, giving a slight shove off down the 
incline with your right foot, raise yourself on the step, resting 
all your weight on the left foot, remaining in that position s 
long as the motion of the wheel keeps it upright. 

When you can balance yourself with some confidence both in 
the saddle and on the step, start down the incline on the step and 

agli motion, glide smoothly into the saddle. The length of 
required by the beginner to learn the art of balancing varies 
Considerably, but usually it can be fairly acquired in three or four 
agai an hour or two each, and with ordinary caution, no 
le e experienced. 
Having reached this stage, replace the pedals, raise the saddle a 


trifle, still however not so high that your toes cannot touch the 
ground start down the incline as in previous practice, ana while 
keeping your attenton chiefly on the steering and balancing, feel 
cautiously for the revolving pedals beneath your feet. At first, 
try only to follow them around, and take your feet off at the first 
decided symptom of wobbling. After a little practice at this, be- 
gin to press gently on each pedal as it goes down, and you will 
soon learn to propel yourself. 

Woman should take a long time to habituate her muscles to the 
new exercise; and even when she is perfectly at home on the 
wheel, she should remember her sex is not intended by nature 
for violent muscular exertion, and that bicycle riding is suited 
to her needs only for the reason that it spares any serious effort. 
Every time, therefore, that a woman at home on the wheel con- 
templates a series of long rides, she should enter on a course of 
gradual training. Disdaining this precaution, she is in gre ter 
danger than a man of subjecting herself to extreme exhaustion, 
muscular pains, general malaise and that form of fever which 
characterizes the abuse of exercise by subjects who are not prop- 
erly prepared. And-even when a woman has cautiously prepared 
herself and has trained for the work, her speed should never be 
that of an adult man+in. full muscular vigor. | 

Women should furthermore avoid excessive speed on the 
wheel; not only does fast riding require too much energy but it 
is too great a Strain on the heart. Women are more readily 
winded; the heart is more sensative. We know that in muscular 
exercises which are too rapid and continuous, the hetrt >rrests 
the athlete—it is not so much the muscular effort. Indulgence 
in rapid riding involves the imminent danger of foregoing all 
possibility of salutary gentle exercise. 

A very usual mistake is for the bicyclist to ride machines which 
are too large. The advice of good and experienced riders—never 
to have the legs at full stretch when riding—is amply borne out 
by practical experience. In choosing a bicycle, the rider should 
ascertain that the middle of his foot, under the instep, touches 
the treadle, during the whole of its revoluteion. In that case— 
as the ball of the great toe is the proper one to tread with when 
in action—the knee need never be quite straight and consequent- 
ly, the hip-jotnt also is a little bent. This is of great conse- 
quence, as the strain upon the groin is considerable when the 
leg is forcibly strengthened, and there is liability to rupttre. 

Another reason why it is dangerous to ride a bicycle with too 
long a tread is that, when the legs are obliged alternately to be 
at full strength, the pressure of the saddle comes mainly on the 
front part of the fork, where it is least easily borne: in fact, it 
is like riding on a rail. The body ought to be supported on the 
broad seat, and should rest on the hinder part of the saddle, not 
on the narrow part of the front, and it. is impossible to avoid 
such a mistake if the treadle be not easily within the reach of 
the rider during the whole of its revolution. 

It may be almost impossible to invent any exercise more 
calculated to call into play every muscle of the body than bicycling 
does. The simple act of pointing the toes, as in standing on tip- 
toe, calls into play something like a dozen muscles of the foot 
and leg: then the leg cannot be moved backward or forward 
without using some powerful muscles which are attached to the 
trunk. The whole leg is at work in propelling the bicvcle and 
every miscle of the arm and body is constantly at work in re- 
taining the balance and guiding the machine. 

Regular exercise, in some form or other, is essential to the good 
health of evervbody. It is impossible to estimate how much bil- 
iousness, gout, indigestion, accumulation of fat, and various other 
maladies are engendered by giving up active exercise. The boom 
of being able to momnt the “iron horse’”’ and get a peep of coun- 
try and a breath of fresh, pure air is immense to those who are 
employed all day in large towns, and who, but for this steed, 
could not get away far enough in the time they have to spare 
after work is done. 

In selling bicycles, put in an attractive line of floor samples. 
Try to make the line appeal to your customers and if your line 
of wheels is kept in new, clean attractive shape, your trade will 
soon begin to take an interest in the line. 

Get rid of the notion that there is anything complicated or im- 
possible about selling bicvcles. Believe that so far as it applies to 
your trade, the selling of bicycles is easily within your power. 
Take up the line and go at it without any feeling other than that 
the successful and profitable selling of bicycles is nothing more 
than the use of your voice and proper showing up. the same as 
displaved in making sale of any of your goods. Then, knowing 
your line and the class of people you are dealing with, the balance 
of the selling problem is easy. 


St. Louis, Mo. G. H. Drmnorp. 
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The eighth Annual Convention of the Illinois Retail Hardware 
Association was held at the First Regiment Armory, Chicago, on 
Tuesday, February 20, and the two foliowing days. The convention 
was so well attended by the Hardware men of the state that at the 
close of the meeting it was announced that nearly 700 members were 
enrolled as against over 225 the year previous. This is a _ record 
for State associations never previously reached. 

At the opening session on Tuesday morning the convention was 
crowded. The Rey. Austin D. Crite invoked the divine blessing. 
Mayor Edward F. Dunne of Chicago delivered the address of welcome, 
which was responded to by Ex-President Chas. H. Williams of 


Streator. 
PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

President Frank B. McKenney of Rockford delivered his annual 
address from which we make extracts as follows: 

Of course the catalogue house proposition and all those things 
have been taken up to some extent and at some length in all of these 
meetings. It has been said of General Grant that he did not have 
brains enough to know when he was licked and that was the reason

that he won the great civil war for his country, and I think that 
if the Hardware dealers and all other dealers in all the states of 
the United States did not have enough brains to know when they 
were licked and kept on fighting until they had the General Jackson 
(the catalogue houses of the city of Chicago) wiped out of existence 
it would be just as well. I hope we have got brains enough at 
least to keep on fighting along the lines we have been fighting on, 
not only fighting on our own lines but with other lines. It is my 
opinion that if all the grocery, dry goods, boots and shoes and 
other lines of industry would fight as industriously as this association 
and the other associations in the Hardware line that we would have 
them “going’’ some: and the most that I can say to you about the 
catalogue houses is to keep on fighting and you are hurting them all 
the time. 
RAILROAD RATES. 


Ancther thing that we have accomplished to a certain extent that 
has been a great deal of help has been our railroad rates, which 
hav? been materially reduced in the last year. and I expect that 
they will be still further reduced. We are certainly getting after the 
railroads through the head of our government at Washington. If 
we can keep him fighting and Governor Folk and a few others of his 
class I think in the course of five or ten years we will make a little 
showing. 


CREDIT TO CHICAGO. 


As far as this association is concerned I am pleased to state that 
it is through the efforts of the Chicago retail Hardware dealers 
of this city that we are meeting in this building and the credit is 
wholly due to them for this big evhibit, and this disnlav has been 
one of the best things that this association or any association has ever 
had. and T hope that vou will all apnreciate it: and if there is 
anything that vou can do to encourage these men that have been to 
the expense of coming here and giving us the exhibit they are giving. 
I sincerely hope that you will do so. 


THE FIGURES. 


Now we have increased this year in membership over last about 
225 members. making in all a naid un full membership of 482 
members, I think. or 485. That is a good showing. and the credit 
is wholly dane practically to the insurance proposition that has heen 
I» here this vear from Minneanolis. It hes turned us in about 
122 to 125 rew members, and thev are entitled to a part at least 
of your business. You get as good securitv for your investment 
as vou can get and a rebste of from 25 to 35 per cent. each year, 
which is worth saving: and it is a henefit in a great many ways, not 
cn'+ firanctaliv. bunt in a great many wavs helns alone the asso- 
eistion*s bhnt this next year we hone to see this assoctation wun to 
1.500 people. We have. I believe, in this state ahout 1.800 eligible 
members to this association. We have ahout 500 here this morning 
and they are coming fin every hour. You have got to keep going 
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from start to finish; you have to meet the competitors only in 
your own town but in all the bigger towns; you have to sell 
your goods at a reasonable price and you have got ft, r) vour 
expenses down; you have got to do everything you can turn a 
cent you: way, and there is no better place to get instructed ag to 
how ic do sc than at your state conventions. I have received more 
good points from attending state Hardware conventions th from all 
the Hardware experience I have ever had. I don’t care where the 


man comes from or how big he is or how near he is to the middle 
class. We believe he has got some points, if you get next to him 


that he can tell you that you don't know, and you can tell him 
something he doesn’t know. You take the good things and sift 
them out and take them home and you will find you have de your 


expenses and about a hundred per cent. added. 


BE UP TO DATE. 


In 1879 when I ‘commenced in the Hardware business required 
but a small stock of door knobs and a_ small assortm: of this 
class of goods to meet the wants of the trade. Now to meet the wants 
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of the trade in that class of goods you have got to have 4500 to 
$700 invested. If you have got the goods you can sell them. If 
you have not got them your customer is going to send to the catalogue 
house. Now the best argument you can fire at the catalogue house 
is to have the goods and have them at a reasonable price: have your 
store cheerful and clean and be at it from 7 o’clock in the morning 
until you close your doors at night, and then you have got to be 
pleasant and agreeable to your customers and vou have got to have 
the goods to show them, and if you have got the goods you can 
sell them. (Applause.)

Grant Porter read an able paper prepared by Z. T. Miller, former 
Presi ient of the Illinois and National Associations, who was prevented 
from attending the convention. 

On Wednesday afternoon S. R. Miles of Mason City, Iowa, gave 
a stereopticon talk on the catalogue house question. At this session 
Secretary L. D. Nish of Elgin delivered his annual report, from 
which we give extracts: 


SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


The secretary has used the influence of this association in conjunc- 


tion with the Merchants’ Association of Illinois for the passage of 
equitable laws and in the interest of the retail merchant in general. 

The secretary has kept in close touch with the National Association 
and the Joint Committee and furnished the necessary data for 
Illinois. 


Early in last year the Minnesota Retail Hardware Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company complied with all the Illinois laws necessary to 
be admitted to do business in Illinois, but did not get into the 
field to do active work until last fall, and then they sent Mr. Neutson, 
and throug his efforts some 140 odd new members have been added 
to our roll. 

The association has been a gainer in actual number of new members 
through the efforts of the Promotion Committee, which was appointed 
at the last meeting of the association, and to them is due the thanks of 
the association; and to the knights of the grip we are certainly in- 
debted for the long list of new members which they have sent in. 
They have kept the secretary posted on prospective members through- 
out the State and seem always willing to put in a good word for our 
association. The lllinois Association : 


WAS NEVER IN BETTER CONDITION. 

than it is to-day, having added to its roll of membership during the 
past year and at this convention a grand total of 317 new members, 
making a paid-up membership of 600 or over, and all this not- 
withstanding the lone cry of one trade journal that the Illinois 
Association’s affairs were on the wane. It is to be hoped that each 
member when he goes home from this convention will remember to 
get his competitor in line, for it is by members we acquire the 
financial wherewithal to push our claims. 

I believe you can look back over the seven years of our existence 
and see wherein we have changed our ideas for the better. We no 
longer attack problems before us with an aggressive whine, but with 
an aggressive ring true as steel, born of the knowledge of the 
power of well known weapons in master hands. Advertising, syste- 
matizing, better salesmanship will nullify the effects of some of the 
forces that are working against us and win for us a competency in 
our old age. 

The Report of Treasurer George Engelhardt showed the finances 
were in good condition. 


MR. KRETSINGER’S LETTER. 


A letter was read from F. S. Kretsinger, president of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, which was in part as follows: 


It affords us pleasure to congratulate you on conducting success- 
fully an organization composed, as it is, of active, earnest workers, 
whose calling is not only an ancient and honorable one but one in 
which intelligence and ability are marked requisites. 

By an interchange of views and concert of action you have done 
much to correct evils and to minimize cgmpetition, as well as to im- 
prove conditions generally, and not only for your own individual 
members, but for the trade at large. Iurthermore. you have doubt- 
less learned that an enlarged acquaintanceship among others in 
your line of work and a free interchange of views on questions 
pertaining to the occupation brings both pleasure and profit. 

We sincerely trust that the result of your deliberations will be 
a betterment of trade conditions among yourselves and also with 
those from whom you draw your supplies. 

As an association and also as individual manufacturers we have 
your interests sincerely at heart, and it is our desire to so conduct 
our affairs as to merit the good will of every distributor, retail 
and wholesale alike. 

Although a large part of our product finds a consuming market 
through the channels of the jobbers, yet we recognize that the re- 
tailer is an important factor, whose influence and co-operation are 
of value to us—he it is who displays our wares, explains their use 
and praises their merits to the actual user, whose influence reflects 
favorably or otherwise. 

Our association. as perhaps you know. has .a membership making 
so varied a line that the manner of marketing their wares naturally 
differs. Some rely largely on direct trade with you. and have little 
or no trade with the larger buyer, the jobber: some again look al- 
together to the wholesale trade to distribute their product, and 
others manufacture such articles as pass directly into the hands 
of the customer. 

Under the circumstances it naturally follows that our association 
ean only act in a general and advisory way in our relations with 
each other and with the trade at large. For most of the lines of 
materials and merchandise produced by our members you are the 
natural and proper distributors to the user of the same, and so 
we have interests in common to no small degree. 

Rest assured, please, of a cheerful willingness and a desire on 
our part to co-operate with the trade in its improvement and its 
upbuilding, and we shall avail ourselves of every favorable opportunity 
so far as it is possible to do so for an organization composed, as 
ours, is, of industries differing in a very great degree, as ours do. 


THE QUESTION BOX. 


At the Thursday morning session the Question Box in charge of 
J. P. Eckles was taken up and the following, among other questions 
were discussed. 

Does it pay a Hardwareman to display 5 and 10 cent articles m 
his store? 

This was discussed by several of the members, and it was thelr 
opinion that it was unwise for retail merchants to install a 5 and 1¥ 
cent department, inasmuch as they believed that such a line of goods 
was out of place in the Hardware store. 





Is it good policy to make concessions in prices to farmer’s clubs 
on staple articles?. 

One of the members stated that he did not believe in making a 
reduction on regular stock. However. a granger in his district came 
to him and wished to have reduced prices on a large amount of 
Twine, Wire, Nails, &c. The orders were placed directly with the 
Manufacturers and the commission on this business was given to 
this dealer. In this way the benefits were derived by the merchant 
himself, and the odium of making reduced prices was not known in 
_ community as it would have been had the stock been taken from 

e store. 





lz it more effective to handle and push one brand of goods than 
to carry several brands-? 

Mr. Eckles said that he has endeavored to put in a line of specia! 
brands only and in this way is getting away from competition entirely. 
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He said that he has found this very profitable and intends to ex- 
pand in this direction. 





What is a healthy limit for the expense account as compared with 
total sales, or what proportion should be figured between the twof 

One member carefully outlined his method of recording all ex- 
penses whereby at the end of the month he was in position to tell at 
a glance the expense attached to conducting his business. One 
of the delegates said that he figures his expense at only 10 per cent., 
but this was considered very low. Another stated that he always 
added 10 per cent. to the cost of his goods as the expense for con- 
ducting his business and then added a further per cent. for his 
profit. Another merchant said that he had a talk with a large 
Hlardware retailer in Chicago who employs 60 people, who told him 
that his average expense was 25 per cent. 





Should merchants sell at the same price to everybody or make 
different prices to different customers? 

It was the consensus of opinion that only one price should prevail, 
and the merchants that had followed out this policy found that in 
the long run they benefited by having their store known as a 
trading place where only one price prevailed. Another said that 
he gave a discount of 5 per cent. on cash sales of stoves, &c., but 
does not extend this to other lines. 





‘ — a merchant make his remittances by local check or bank 
draft 

Half of the merchants that discussed this question were paying 
by local checks and found that remittances by bank drafts were 
more satisfactory and that no exchange was charged, as the banks 
were only too glad to extend them that courtesy. 





Has any good come out of your Hardware association? 

This was discussed at length, and the session almost resolved it- 
self into a testimony meeting. In towns where a number of Hardware 
merchants are in business and members of the association it was found 
that better feeling exists, and that price cutting and other unwise 
competition has been largely eliminated. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


The report of the Resolutions Committee was adopted as follows: 

That we thank the officials of the National Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation for their untiring efforts in our behalf during the past 
year. 

That we heartily indorse the action of the Joint Committee in its 
efforts to better the conditions of the trade. 

That we congratulate our State officers on the splendid results 
obtained in the past year. 

That we extend to the officers and members of the Chicago Retail 
Hardware Association our sincerest appreciation of the efficient work 
they have done for us. 

That we thank the ladies of the Chicago Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation for the royal manner in which they have entertained our 
visiting ladies. 

That we greatly appreciate the zeal displayed by the manufacturers 
and jobbers in making their displays and the universal courtesy of their 
representatives in charge. 

That we heartily indorse the attitude of President Roosevelt in 
his efforts to provide a square deal for everybody in the business 
world, great or small. 

That Governor Deneen commands our commendation for his acts 
and attitude toward the commercial interests of this great State 
of Illinois. 

That the thanks of the convention be tendered to his Honor, Mayor 
Dunne, for his kindly welcome. 

That we fully appreciate the additions to our membership through 
the efforts of the solicitors of the Minnesota Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company. 

That the committee recognize the responsibility and economy of 
the National and all the various State mutual fire insurance com- 
panies. They are saving us 25 to 40 per cent. of all premiums 
paid and we have the example.of long established mutuals in Rhode 
Island that return 82 per cent. 

That we pledge ourselves to work individually and vigorously to 
secure new members during the ensuing year. 

That we thank the loyal trade press for the many courtesies ex- 
tended us. 

:, a we adhere unflinchingly in our position to parcels post legis- 
ation. 

That we believe 1-cent postage on first-class mail is due our citizens 
rather than that Uncle Sam should go into the exnress business to 
the en of the first-class mail, which is the great mainstay of 
all- business. 





NEXT CONVENTION. 


The committee on places of holding the next convention reported 
in favor of Chicago. The report was adopted. 

The Executive Committee was also instructed to confer with the 
National Retail Hardware Association, so as to have this body hold 
its convention next year in Chicago during the same week the 
State Association meets. In this way it is believed that the Hard- 
ware Conventions would occupy a solid week. 


INCREASE IN DUES. 


The report of the Legislative Committee which was adopted recom- 
mended an increase of the dues from $3.00 to $4.00, which becomes 


effective January 1, 1907. 
FREIGHT COMMITTEE. 


In the report of the special Freight Committee they reviewed 
the work that had been accomplished and the reduction in freights 
granted by the railroads on all shipments within the state so that 
its efforts were not in vain. 

G. R. Lott. President of the Chicago Retail Hardware Association, 
to whose efforts the success of the meeting was largely due, was 
thanked in behalf of the Association by Frank B. McKenney, and 
in response said that the members of the Chicago Association had 
gained much experience which would be of benefit to them next year.

The fourth annual convention of the Connecticut Retail Hard- 
ware Association was held in New Haven, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, February 27 and 28. The attendance was a very good 
one. It was the first time in which the Connecticut Association 
had ever held a two days’ session, and the entire success of the 
result showed that it was important they should never hold a 
shorter meeting. 

The first day’s session opened at 1:30 o’clock P. M. in the 
Chamber of Commerce. The meeting was called to order by 
President Charles G. Agard. The appointment of committees 
by the chair was the first thing in order, as follows: On reso- 
lutions, W. A. Church, Derby; Eli C. Birdsey, Meriden; F. T.

After the reading of the minutes of the last meeting and or- 
dinary routine business, President Charles G. Agard delivered 
his annual address. 

THE PRESIDENTS ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

With this our fourth annual meeting permit me to congratu- 

late you on our successful association. I am pleased to say we 


have made large gains in our membership, have had more inter- 


est shown in our several meetings. Representing as we do 
nearly three-fourths of the Hardware dealers of the State, and 
with our start to-day of a two days’ meeting, I feel sure it will 
be advantageous to all of us. I know I voice the sentiments of 
all of you that we can have that friendly feeling that is bound 
to exist at least twice a vear for our mutual benefit and welfare. 

It has been my greatest endeavor to increase our membership 
as well as your interest this last vear, and your secretary and 
myself both feel proud of our efforts so far. There should 
he more who ought to take advantage of the opportunities that 
the State Hardware Association offers them, affiliating as we 
do with the National. 

Our Grievance Committee, only organized the latter part of 
July last, is doing good work. Those who are taking advantage 
of the Hardware insurance make savings of from 40 to 50 per 
cent.; 1t speaks for itself alone as being one reason for holding 
members in the Hardware Association. 

The power of the National Hardware Association is already 
an established fact, and without it we would be as individuals 
and at the mercy of the manufacturers. And another thing, at 
our conferences you will meet and hear many of the most suc- 
cessful men in the Hardware business. Our association needs 
just such men of help, experience and backing in carrying out 
our plans, and your business will be improved by our confer- 
ences and protected as well. 


For the past three annual meetings we have been promised 
faithfully that a national officer would be present with us. We 
have been, unfortunately so, disappointed. But to-day ntle- 
men, we are fortunate to have with us, and our guest as welt, 
the most prominent member of the National Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, a gentleman of sterling worth, and we shall take 
pleasure in listening to his remarks, words full of wisdom and 
practical advice. 

I will take this opportunity to thank you for the support given 
me the past vear. I asked for it and insisted upon it, and, gen- 
tlemen, I got it. And I assure you I shall always look back up- 
on this as a personal honor, representing as I did the most in- 
telligent and most satisfactory and most sought for, either as a 
body or individually, that are to be found in our grand old Com- 
monwealth. 

The report of Treasurer Lewis B. Crosby, showing a remark 
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ably prosperous financial year, was accepted, after which Secre 
tary James De F. Phelps presented his annual report, which we 
give as follows: 

SECRETARY'S ANNUAL REPORT. 


Our present membership is 65 firms, ten new firms having been 
added this year, three firms resigning. I have collected for 
dues during the year $192, for assessments $143; balance on hand 
March 7, 1905, $24.94, and have turned over to treasurer $360.94. 
Your directors and officers have had several meetings during the 
year, the expense of which I believe it proper that you should 
know is borne by themselves. It costs the association nothing 
for the time of its officers and directors or for defraying expense 
of their meetings, of which there are anywhere from three to 
five each year, and it is also well to say that this is done without 
one word of complaint, nor do I know that it is thought of. Their 
only thoughts have been along the line of what can we do to bet- 
ter the Connecticut Hardware Association members ? 

I report this not simply to give you information, which doubt- 
less you all have, but to stimulate you to a more earnest en- 
deavor to be present by all means at our two meetings held 
each year. This is little for you to do for what you get in re- 
turn both financially and socially. Thus you can show your ap- 
preciation of the efforts of your president and associate ofncers 
and directors. I would recommend this for your more serious 
consideration. Take the time. If you are too busy you can al- 
ford to secure the services of more clerks. If not you can get 
next to and absorb some of the inspirations that are present al 
our conventions and be the better fitted to be the busier when 
you do get back to your desk. 

" We have about two-thirds of the total number of the firms of 
the State on our rolls, and the Membership Committee and 
your secretary have sent, during the last few weeks, four artt- 
cles, including the Hardware Bulletin, to every Hardware dealer. 
with some result, but not with the result it should, it seems to 
me. There should not be the feeling of apathy among the dealers 
who are not members. 

GENERAL BUSINESS. 

The Grievance Committee made its report and told the work 

accomplished during the year, especially in the matter of wood 
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screws. This was followed by some discussion. Mr. Birdsey 
asked to be relieved of the chairmanship of the committee and 


Frank IT. Terry succeeded him. Irving C. Treat of Hartford 
was 2dded to the committee, Mr. Birdsey retaining his member- 
ship. 


A telegram was received from the Ohio Hardware Associa- 


tion, the oldest in the United States, to the Connecticut Asso- 
ciation, “assuring them of high esteem and an earnest desire to 
co-operate for the good of Hardware merchants.” <A _ return 
message of congratulation was sent to the Ohio Association in 
session at Canton.

WILL AND NO WITNESSES. BANK ACCOUNT AND NO 
WILL 


QuEsTIon.—Is a will legal if drawn on a regular printed form, 
such as stationers issue, and signed by the testator only, without 
witnesses, and will the executor have full power to carry out 
its provisions? 

(2) A single man over 21 years of age has an account in a 
savings bank. If he dies intestate, who will obtain his savings, 
he having parents and brothers and sisters living? 

RepLty: A will is not legal unless it is subscribed at the end 
by the testator and witnessed by two witnesses. The testator’s 
signature must be made in the presence of each of the attesting 
witnesses or acknowledged by him to have been so made to each 
of the attesting witnesses. Furthermore the testator at the 
time he signs the will must declare in the presence of the wit- 
nesses that it is his last will and must request the witnesses to 
sign their names thereto as witnesses and they must sign at the 
end of the will. If these formalities are not complied with, the 
will 1s perfectly void, and the executors will not have power to 
carry out any of its provisions. 

(2) Section 2732, sub-division 7 of our Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure provides: “If the deceased leave a father and no child 
or descendant, the father shall take one-half if there be a widow, 
and the whole if there be no widow.” 


COMPOSITION WITH CREDITORS. 


QuesTIon.—The firm of A. B. & Company failed and made 
an assignment for the benefit of creditors. Afterwards several 
of the creditors entered into a composition’ agreement, agreeing 


to accept thirty-three cents on the dollar in full settlement of 
their debts. To induce one of the creditors to enter into this 
agreement, one of the partners without the knowledge of the 
other creditors, agreed to pay him sixty-six cents on the dollar 
for his claim. Now that the other creditors have found this out, 
have they any remedy? 

Repty: So scrupulous are courts in compelling creditors to 
observe good faith in cases of this kind that any security given 
to one of the creditors without the knowledge of the others bet- 
ter than that which is common to all is held to be void and in- 
operative; and no contract or security secretly given, whereby 
one of the creditors obtains an advantage peculiar to himself, 
can be enforced. Furthermore the composition agreement as to 
all the innocent parties becomes void and they retain their right 
to enforce their original claims as if they had never entered in- 
to the agreement. It. follows that the innocent creditors have 
the right to treat the composition agreement as discharged and 
sue for the full amount of their original claims. 

GUARANTEE—WHEN VALID THOUGH ORAL. 

QUESTION. —“A” hired “B,” a contractor, to build a building 
for him. 3's” workmen after the building was partially built 
refused to go ahead until their pay was guaranteed. “A” the 
owner of the house to prevent work being stopped, said to the 
workmen “Go ahead and do the work and when its through 
[ will see you are paid.” The workmen finished the building 
and the contractor cannot pay them. Can they sue the owner? 

Repty: ‘This is a promise to answer for the debt of another 
person and the statute of frauds provides that to be valid it must 
be in writing. The case you state, however, comes within one 
of the well recognized exceptions to the general rule because 
the promise to pay the contractor’s debts was made to subserve 
the owner’s own purpose. The owner had an interest in the 
performance of the work and the completion of the house. His 
primary object in promising to see the workmen paid was not 
to guarantee the contractor’s debt, but to get his own house 
built. Where the promise to pay is founded on a new consid- 
eration beneficial to the man making it, the promisor comes un- 
der an independent duty of payment. Such a promise can be 
enforced even though not in writing.

EXHIBITS. 

The exhibits of the manufacturers and jobbers on the main floor. 
and balcony of the Armory had never been equalled at any state 
convention. Nearly 175 spaces were occupied and more than 200 
been secured. 

In appreciation of the value of such extensive displays, which in 
this instance reached the proportion of a Hardware show, it was decid- 
ed to meet again in Chicago next year and the Coliseum will be pro- 
cured and ample room provided for the manufacturers and jobbers to 
show their goods. 
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The fourth annual convention of the New York State Retail 
Hardware Association was held in the city of Binghamton on 
February 20, 21 and 22. Eighty new members were reported as 
added during the past year, bringing the membership up to nearly 
280. The attendance at the convention was a very good percen- 
tage of the membership were present as well as many represen- 
tatives of manufacturers and jobbing houses who were greatly 
interested in the proceedings. To the persistent efforts and thor- 
oughly energetic labors of Secretary Foley, the growth of the 
association and good attendance may be attributed. 

The exhibit feature of the convention was considerably more 
in evidence than any previous occasion, many suites of rooms at 
the hotel being retained by the jobbers who desired to see and 
entertain their customers. 

The regular sessions of the convention were well attended by 
the assembled delegates and President Sherwood ably presided 
over them and conducted the business in a manner that was grati- 
fying to all concerned. Great pleasure was expressed on every 
hand by the able manner in which he had handled the work ap- 
pertaining to his office during the past year. 

THE QUESTION BOX. 

A committee headed by Second Vice-President L. G. Mattison, 
Newark, had charge of the Question Box and devoted much 
care and attention to the subject. It was presided over by Sec- 
retary Corey of the National Association, whose efforts to make 
it interesting were indefatigable. Several of the questions and 
the treatment they received, we give herewith. 

Does it pay for a retailer to send a special representative among 
the farmers to sell Hardware and other commodities? 

This question brought out what was perhaps the most interest- 
ing discussion, and developed some difference of opinion. ‘The 
opinion was expressed that if one merchant in a town or section 
did it others would think they must, and as there would not be 
enough business to go around, it would be a losing proposition 
for all. Several merchants, however, reported that they were 
using this method of getting in touch with the farmer trade and 
were satisfied that it paid. 

A BASIS FOR CORRESPONDENCE. 


One explained that he had his canvasser bring in a list of all 
persons he ran across who wanted something. This list was 
made the basis of active follow up correspondence which gen- 
erally resulted in getting the people addressed into the store. 
If he did not succeed in selling them the article wanted in the 
first place, he was sure to sell them something afterward. To be 

AFRAID OF OFFICE EXPENSE, 
he said, is a great mistake. Get a stenographer, and go atter 
business with business like letters as well as with newspaper ad- 
vertisements, circulars, etc. The rural telephones now stretching 
further and further into the country districts are also a boom to 
the merchant. Use them. The farmers must be cultivated to 
keep them buying at home. On the whole, it seemed to be the 
consensus of opinion that if a Hardware merchant had a good, 
prosperous country neighborhood to work on, and especially if 
he sold implements, it would pay him to have a canvasser out 
at least during certain portions of the year. 

Does it pay to keep a 5 and Io cent counter in a country Hard- 
ware store? 

Many merchants who had tried were very positive in their 
statements that it did pay. They often bought goods with that 
department in view, finding it well worth while to increase the 
size of the department. Ten cent articles can be bought 1or 
from 50 cents to $1 a dozen, averaging perhaps 80 or 85 cents. 
Many articles in a Hardware store can easily be marked down 
to place on such a counter. The larger it is the more attention 
it attracts and the more likely people are to look it over and 
buy an odd thing that attracts them. Trade on this counter 1s 
of course almost entirely cash trade—a fact that makes it all the 
more desirable. 

How can we best handle requests for donations from churches, 
charitable societies, etc.? 

Cause for complaint seemed to arise more from appeals and 
schemes from out of town than from local charitable organiza- 
tions with which merchants were familiar. A method referred 
to with favor was to refer applicants to a committee of local 
merchants from all trades, agreeing to support the action of 
this committee. This is especially feasible in towns where mer- 
chants’ associations exist. 

Does it pay to push a cheap quality of goods against low-priced 
competition?

We need to inaugurate some plan 
or system to create an interest between annual meetings and to 
enlist every retail Hardware dealer in the State to join us. 

Co-operation is the keynote to-day in business of every kind. 
Merchants are tending to get together for the betterment of each 
other.

CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION 

is being strongly discussed and action is being taken by all lines 
of trade to compel these houses to sell certain lines of goods at 
fair prices. Manufacturers and jobbers alike are becoming awak- 
ened to the necessity of protection to the retail merchant, who, 
as stated last year by one of the eloquent speakers who addressed 
you, “pays the local tax, contributes to local enterprises, sup- 
scribes to local charities, takes produce in exchange, carries his 
customers when they need credit, and gives his life to local up- 
building and educational influences.” The catalogue house ab- 
solutely pays no local taxes, does not contribute to local chari- 
ties, does not. take produce in exchange, does not carry any 
credit, gives no influence of any kind for tne building up of the 
community. 

The greatest thanks for the success of our meetings and work 
this year should be given our worthy secretary, who straightens 
out the tangled paths, assists and counsels the president and all 
the committees, performs much work for each of us, and by his 
kindliness and courteousness wins his way to our hearts. Our 
wish is that the association shall continue to have the advantage 
of his ability and experience many more years, that our progress 
may continue and larger gains result from his broad and liberal 
management. , 

THE SUCCESS OF THE ASSOCIATION 
depends more on the work of the secretary than all the rest 
of the officers together. That officer should be made as near a 
permanent official as possible, and a fair recompense for his ser- 
vices should be made. 
THE TRAVELING MEN. 

“Traveling Men” was the title of an interesting paper read by 
A. E. Towne of Saratoga, which was greatly enjoyed. He show- 
ed a full appreciation of the serious side of a salesman’s life and 
work, as will appear in the following. extracts: 

One has said: “Formerly when great fortunes were made only 
in war, war was business; but now when great fortunes are 
made only by business, business is war.” In this warfare the 
traveling man is both the scout and the soldier of his house. 
Armed with prices and samples he penetrates cities, towns and 
villages, skirmishing for trade; he meets others of his kind; if 
there is a big sale to be made there is an action. Some try di- 
rect assault. Others execute flank movements through their 
local agents. Still others try the stratagem of friendship, of 
the secret society, and even of rebates that savor of frenzied 
finance until some one secures the order—the spoils of this merry 
warfare. 

The chief field of action, however, is in the store of the mer- 
chant. 

THEY WORK HARD TO SECURE HIS ORDERS 
and harder to capture his good will. Such fights often last for 
years. but the traveling man is patient, courageous and indefa- 
tigable. He has built up great enterprises and splendid fortunes 
for others. Once their numbers were few, but railroads came 
bringing cheap transportation, and as the mileage increased their 
numbers grew—to-day they are an army. 

Let us now look at traveling men as we know them. As a 
rule, they are a bright, energetic, substantial, clean sort. We 
like to do business with them; they are our friends. Their sug- 
gestions are timely; 

THEIR FUND OF INFORMATION IS USEFUL, 
sometimes valuable—but there are others. There is the lofty 
representative of a trust who condescends to take your orders. 
There is the pompous friend who is surprised when you decline 
to take up his particular good thing when your competitor is 
literally losing sleep in his anxiety to secure the agency, as he 
leads you to believe. There is the enthusiastic friend who rushes 
in between trains breathlessly to let us in on a good thing be- 
fore it is eternally too late. The last two Hardwaremen have 
bought at one time or another. These men are so fertile in 
imagination and their word painting is so vivid that occasionally 
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we forget that there are very tew retail dealers who have ever 
had to adopt the desperate expedient of building libraries and 
endowing colleges to escape the terrible risk of dying rich. 

The drummer to-day while hustling for new customers care- 
fully cultivates those he already has. A nicely developed terri- 
tory is desirable, for it yields results. Such a policy is developing 
a fine class of traveling men, who are conspicuous for fair deal- 
ing and who, recognizing a common interest, work with the mer- 
chant for a common end. 

The traveling man’s 

VOCATION IS NOT AN EASY ONE. 
The work is hard and there is constant worry. A cuompetnig 
house may be cutting in here, a customer may be dissatisfied. 
He must look out for both to the best of his ability. Besides 
merchants are not all saints. With their list of non-profit paying 
goods constantly increasing, buyers are looking for low prices 
and do not always scruple as to how they get them. So the 
salesman must know his business, and he does. He learns all 
the dealers’ tricks of “jewing down” fully as well as the mer- 
chant knows all the salesman’s tricks of “booming up.” That 
the traveling man makes mistakes is natural, for he is human; 
he cannot always do as he would like, being hampered some- 
times with red tape. His house may be constantly putting new 
things on the market and new things do not always go with the 
public. The merchant, wary from an expensive experience, is 
hard to get at; he even grows distrustful of the salesman. If 
he is burdened with dead stock long enough he may in time 
come to treat the drummer as his natural enemy. Then, too, a 
merchant who is looking after his collections, heading off dead 
beats, bolstering up the work of the incompetent clerks, and at 
the same time sustaining the crossfire of half a dozen traveling 
men, 
SOMETIMES GETS A LITTLE PEPPERS 
along toward closing up time. So the drummer must have judg 
ment and tact and use them both. On the other hand, much 1s 
due the traveling man. He is a recognized and important part of 
the machinery of distribution, and though he sometimes markets 
goods that are unsatisfactory he introduces the latest improve- 
ments and the best sellers. If something new comes up he is 
the first to hear of it, and his judgment is worth considering. 
For these reasons the merchant who wants to keep up to date 
will be in touch with him. Few of us can spare the time to go 
to market 
THE SALESMAN BRINGS THE MARKET TO US. 

He-is an invaluable friend, ready with suggestion and anxious to 
help building un his customers’ business because 1t increases his 
own. 

there are “little tin gods” in business who waste the sales- 
man’s time, wnether they buy or not, just to gratify a notion of 
their own personal importance. Still others, tired. nervous or 
busy, as the case may be, put off the interview they dread, so 
wasting the salesman’s time. If for any reason one does not 
wish to buy he can say so, and the traveling man who is a gen 
tleman will not trouble him long. 

We have named some of the peculiarities of this interesting 
creature and a few of his virtues. As a class he is improving 
The law of the survival of the fittest 1s at work weeding out the 
undesirable and leaving the intelligent, reliable, resourceful class 
of fellows who are splendid business men and whose co-operation 
is invaluable to us as merchants. 


“JUST A LITTLE NONSENSE.” 


An entertaining address was that of H. Jason Knapp of 
North Tonawanda. Mr. Knapp had for his subject, “Just a 
Little Nonsense,” and from it we give the following extracts: 

We may wear a long face because some fellow does not pay 
up as he agreed to, but we might better laugh, for it will have a 
better effect upon the next customer we wait upon, for we all 
know that “vou catch more flies with molasses than with vine- 
gar.” 

If you have one of those blue days, when everything seems to 
go wrong, go out in the back yard and throw stones at the barn 
until you feel better. Don’t under any circumstances venture to 
wait on a customer while in such a mood. Cultivate the “Sunny 
Jim” spirit, it will help your business, and when a customer asks 
to see something that is on the top snelf or upstairs bring down 
an assortment so they may have something to pick from, and do 
it cheerfully. Nine times out of ten they will buy the first one. 
but if you show them a variety they will go away feeling satisfied 
with their purchase and pleased witn your treatment and oblig- 
ing Ways. 

Nearly all other retail merchants act as if the Hardwareman

on every line he handles, and consequently the department, dry 
goods, grocery, drug and other stores all keep adding lines that 
belong and have been for years sold from the Hardware store. 
Don’t be discouraged at this. If they put in some of your lines 
and sell cheap just to make people dissatisfied with you and your 
prices, just “bob up smilingly” and put in some of their lines, a 
cheap line to meet their price and 
A GOOD LINE FOR COMPARISON. 


Then sell the cheap line right down to cost, only be sure to ao 
the cutting on the side lines and not on staple goods. Above 
all things do not discontinue any line of goods just because some 
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other store has put it in and is selling it cheap. “Keep what 
you get and get what you can.” Add new lines and keep right 


up to date. Some may say it is bad policy to cut prices, and 


so say we all if you just cut for the sake of cutting, but where

and you have right on your side it would be suicide to sit idly 

by and see the business get away from you. If 4 e to 

fight, fight for your rights.

The eighth annual convention of the Missouri Retail Hard- 
ware and Stove Dealers’ Association was held at the Coates 
House, Kansas City, on Wednesday and Thursday, February 20 
and 21, about 60 delegates being in attendance. 

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

After calling the convention to order President Taylor Frier of 
Louisiana delivered his Annual Address. 

This was followed by the Secretary's Report. 

SECRETARY S REPORT. 
By Frep. NEupoRFF OF St. JOSEPH. 
Neudorff’s report was as foliows, in part: 


One of the duties incumbent on your secretary is the presen- 
tation of an annual report. I confess that my preference in the 
matter is to beg to be excused at this time fro mmaking ur at- 


tempting to make a report. I have served the association for five 
tern In and out of season I have labored assiduously, consci-

entiously, faithfully and withal economically to build up the as 
sociation to where it is—far, far from where it should be. 

We have enrolled probably one and a half tenths of the Hard- 
ware dealers of Missouri. We have had probably four-tenths 
in the association at different times. It is not an uncommon 
condition to find four-tenths to seven-tenths of the dealers in 
some of the States north of us in their State associations, and 
some of them have not received one-tenth the urging our peo- 
ple have had in the past four years. 

_ There are reasons for this, and the main one, I take it, is the 
fact that the majority of the Hardware dealers of Missouri are 
more vitally interested in the Implement and Vehicle branch of 
their business than they are in the Hardware part, and, being 
members of an Implement dealers’ association, they feel they 
cannot afford the additional $3 dues per annum to join with us. 

We have strange people in Missouri; they have in every State, 
but the per capita of strangeness is greater in some States than 
in others, and Missourians take the belt, bake shop and all. I 
am very frequently asked by dealers in Hardware the question, 
“What has the association done, what can and what it aims to 
do.” Such questions naturally are very depressing, and I often 
wonder how long the inquirer has been in the business and 
whether he reads the trade paper. It seems suffcient for myself 
to know that in this country there is an alert, aggressive, pro- 
gressive, intelligent, honest body of my fellow tradesmen who 
are standing as a bulwark of strength to look after my interests, 
ight my battles for a fair, square chance to make a living. 1] 
know that in unity there is strength, and.that the knowledge of 
this unity among us is a powerful deterrent force against evils 
that would prevent our business success. The merchant who 
cannot agree to these truths has not enough initiative thought in 
his make-up to cause much of a ripple on the sea of life. 

Some people are ruled wholly by the selfish, personal view- 
point of life. To them the question is, “Where does it benefit 
me?” And these are so narrow that the broader viewpoint, that 
which benefits my brother, also blesses me,” is entirely ob- 





scured. Our association has taken a patriotic and progressive 
step in an attempt to personally benefit the Hardware merchants 
of this State in its insurance branch, and that company exem- 
plifies the value of a little unity, which, if it had consisted of 
double the portion, would have netted us all fully 55 per cent. 
rebates on our insurance expense. 

A paper on “Advertising a Retail Store,” by O. W. Johnston, of 
Marshall, was read and appreciated, and well discussed. 


ADVERTISING A RETAIL STORE. 


The fundamental principle of advertising is to create in the 
minds of as many people as possible a desire to buy what is of- 
fered for sale. In this wonderful age of progress, these stren- 
uous times of restlessness,-of unusual activities, of new adven- 
tures and innovations in the business world, it behooves us to 
catch the spirit of enthusiasm, to wake up to the importance of 
adopting all modern methods of merchandising. This was not

so necessary when our only competitor was in our own town and 
as slow and unprogressive as ourselves. 

A different condition confronts us. We are in direct competi- 
tion to-day wita the large city stores, who reach our customers 
daily through the large city papers. We cannot find fault with 
our city merchant for going out in this legitimate way for busi- 
ness with

so well displayed and written. He rather deserves our commen- 
dation and emulation. Our competition does not stop with the 
city stores, but we are in direct competition with the large cata- 
logue houses. I firmly believe that what trade they may have 
taken from us is due largely to their successful method of ad- 
vertising. Their large catalogues full of pictures and munute 
descriptions of each article appeal strongly to the consumer. 
However, a careful study of this proposition convinces us that 
the enormous expense, which runs into the millions to issue 
the catalogues alone, compared with the low rate of eapense and 
advertising we have to pay, places us in a position to do as well 
by our customers on the same quality of goods.

The demonstration 
or exhibit idea we believe to be a good one, including such as 
cooking exhibits and heating stove demonstrations. 

This is an advertising age. You cannot afford not to adver- 
tise. And remember the best results come from a well written 
and well displayed advertisement in your home paper. Do not 
get the foolish idea in your head that you can write such an at- 
tractive advertisement that people will come to your store and 
pay you more for your goods than they can buy them for else- 
where.

All large retail dealers and jobbers who have made a success 
‘will tell you that they spend a great deal more money adver- 
tising to-day than they did twenty years ago, and that they sell 
on a closer margin and at the same time give out the statement 
that their annual dividends or net profits are larger than before. 
The large increase of business that comes to them by diligent 
advertising and using all modern and up-to-date methods of mer- 
chandising more than offsets the additional expense. 

In a discussion which followed Mr. Johnston’s paper Secretary 
Neudorff, Vice-President Hahn, J. L. Boehl, Frank H. Mayer, 
B. E. Hickson, H. J. Brunner, U. L. Coleman, F. P. Haus and 
others participated. 

An interesting point was made by Secretary Neudorff in ex- 
plaining how the St. Joseph Local Association combined its 
forces in local advertising; each advertisement being composite 
in its character was headed with a specific guarantee of the as- 
sociation. Circulars and window displays, personal letters, fence 
advertising, were all effectively used by the speakers, and a vig- 
orous campaign of advertising was prescribed as the best remedy 
for the mail order evil. 

LOCAL CREDIT ASSOCIATION WORK. 


During a discussion of the garnishee and lien laws W. C. 
Lang of Webster Grove told the success which followed the 
formation of a Local Credit Association, in which all but two 
of the merchants of the county were enrolled. The plan he 
adopted was described as successful in weeding out dead beats, 
and in making honest but improvident buyers more careful. That 
the people of the county were benefited quite as much as the 
merchants because of a better understanding of the: vaiue ot 
credit. 

An interesting discussion here followed on the topic “How 
Best to Sell Paints,” a discussion entered into by A. H. Gruend- 
lar, R. H. Meyers, W. C. Lang, W. H. Hahn and others. The 
conclusion was reached that the sale of white lead and oil to 
painters nearly always involved loss, while the sale of ready 
mixed paints for cash to painters or consumers alike was one of 
the most profitable adjuncts to the Hardware business 

SALE OF FURNACES. 

Secretary Neudorff and Vice-President Hahn, R. H. Meyers, 
F. H. Mayer, J. A. Feffer and others spoke on the subject of 
“Furnaces and Heating,” and the general sentiment was this is a 
highly important branch in the Hardware business and could be 
made very profitable because so many farmers have reached a 
degree of prosperity and education where they are no longer sat- 
isfied to heat their homes with stoves. 

“HOW BEST TO SELL STOVES.” 

F. P. Haus of Iberia, for 38 years connected with the Char- 
ter Oak Stove and Range Company of St. Louis, read an in- 
structive paper on “How Best to Sell Stoves,” which was en- 
joyed very much, for it gave good practical information on a 
popular subject. 

BUILDERS’ HARDWARE. 

A vigorous discussion of this topic finally resolved itself into 
an experience meeting as to the inroads of jobbers who sold di- 
rect to contractors and consumers or to racket stores. 

“HARDWARE CONDITIONS; PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE” 
was discussed bv W. H. Hahn, who fearlessly attacked jobbers 
who sold at retail and who sold Hardware to grocers, druggists, 
racket stores and other competing dealers. He held that any 
Hardware merchant made a mistake who made a feature of ad- 
vertising or pushing jobbers’ special brands, because in so doing 
they were inevitably creating competition for themselves. 

A motion by O. W. Johnston to the effect that the Missouri 
Hardware Association request all jobbers and manufacturers of 
Hardware to refrain from selling any but legitimate Hardware 
merchants, was carried without a dissenting vote.

RUSSWIN BALL-BEARING KNOBS. 
WITH COMPENSATING ROSE. 

Russet, & Erwin Merc. Co., New Britain, Conn., and 43-47 
Chambers street, New York, nas recently brought out an im- 
proved design of Bronze Door Knobs, which, being ball-bearing 
in its construction, and having a compensating rose, gives it many 
advantages not possessed by any similar on the market. Anyone 
who has applied a lock set to a door knows the difficulty of ad- 
justing the knobs so that they will neither bind nor shuck, when, 
as is so often the case, the roses are not in perfect alignment. The 
spring has an adjustment of 1-16 inch on each knob and will 
compensate for a considerable variation in the application of the 
trim to the door, bringing the knobs in perfect alignment and 
the ball-bearings in even contact with the cone. The principal 
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result obtained is perfect action of knob under conditions which 
would render any operation of the regular type of knob impos- 
sible.

A—Outside or connecting sleeve, cast bronze. 
B—Hardened steel cone, bearing at all points on th:

“COLUMBIAN” FLOOR HINGE. 

The Columbia Hardware Co., Cleveland, O., are manufactur 
ers of the “Columbian” Floor Spring Hinge, which we illustrate 
herewith. The box containing working parts, Fig. 1 and 2, 
which sets into the floor, is just the depth of a double floor 
(134 in.) This shallowness is a great advantage, for if it is 
required to set the box over a joist or I-beam, no cutting into

same is necessary. The box, while it necessitates cutting into the 
tloor, is just the depth of a strip of flooring, and the working 
parts in it are covered and protected from dirt and moisture os 
a neatly finished top plate: Fig. 3. The hinge operates throug 
the action of a strong compressed spring, whose tension may 
be adjusted by removing top plate. No removing of hinge or 
door is necessary. The loose top pivot is another desirable fea- 
ture of this hinge. By inserting a nail or thin tool in slot of top 
door part, the top pivot, Fig. 4, which is held in place by a spring, 
mav be raised and the door released in an instant, without dis-

turbing the hinge or its tension. The hinge is simple and com- 
pact, and the ball bearing feature contributes to its smooth, nois- 
less action. It also reduces the strain and jar on door to a 
minimum. The simplicity of the hinge is such that any person 
can understand its workings, or take it apart if necessary. It 
is easy to apply, and once applied it will give long and satis 
factory service. The hinge, which is supplied plated in a variety 
of attractive finishes, is described in catalogue No. 18, which may 
be had for the asking.

The same principles of salesmanship apply in the Hardw are business 
as in other lines of trade. What is salesmanship any way The art 
of selling goods at a profit. A big word ‘Salesmanship,’ PR the 


art of selling goods at a profit, the ability that a man or concern had 


to sell goods: not merely to sell them, because that requires no ability 
to sell a thing at less than value, but to sell at a profit. Hardware 
salesmanship, of course, is selling something at a profit. 


SALESMANSHIP, LIKE ALL OTHER ARTS, IS AN EVOLUTION. 
It is not a thing that is fully born into being complete. It isa thing 
grown from a small beginning, like a tree coming from the seed. 

Continuing he said: "A man who has a knowledge of the principles 
of salesmanship is generally to be found at the head of the business. 

He said that the Japanese were successful in their fight against 
Russia because they were scientific in their methods. 

He said further: There are two things necessary to sell goods; first, 
you have got to have the goods: secondly, you have got to have a 
man who wants them. Then, you have got to supply the connecting 
link. You have got to make him know that you have got them, and 
you have got to make him come in and get them. To understand how 
to sell him you must know the principles of salesmanship. In ad- 
dition to knowing your goods, you have got to know the public that 
buys the goods. You have got to know how to put it up to them. 

There is a way to approach aman. There is a way to get a man’s 
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interest and attention, and the way to get it is to appeal to a man’s 
selfish interest—to put it up from his point of view. 

SALESMEN ARE BORN, BUT THEY CAN BE MADE BETTER 
by the study of scientific principles of salesmanship—a knowledge 
of men. It is necessary to have a systematic method of realizing on 
your goods, of analyzing the customers. 

He referred to the success of the late Marshall Field of Chicago, 
— he said was a successful salesman, and a student of human na- 
ure. 

The speaker said further: A man to succeed in business must think; 
he must know his business; he must reason. He cannot go along 
haphazard; he must have strong beliefs and enthusiasm; he must make 
his salesmen believe in his concern and in his product. 


QUESTION BOX. 

The Question Box was then opened and was participated in to a 
considerable extent. A few of the questions, which some of the mem- 
bers desired to know how to settle, were the following: 

“Is it a good thing to have an understanding between the dealers 
of a city or town on the prices of staple articles?" 

“Which is the most beneficial, to cater to the commercial traveler 
and pay his salary and expenses, or purchase direct from the whole- 
oe get the benefit of their experience and visit his establish- 
ment ?”’ 

“What per cent. profit must a Hardware man have in Ohio to make 
the business profitable?’ 

“Should a Hardware merchant speculate on future orders, or take 
the chances on ine markets at the times he is in need of goods?’ 

“What clerks pay the largest dividends to the merchants, married 
or unmarried men?’ 

“Is it to the welfare and interest of the general Hardware dealers 
to abandon the old established custom of list and discounts, and estab- 
lish net prices on such goods as Stanley Rule and Level Co., on rules, 
planes, and other goods, bolts, screws, etc. ?’ 

“Does a tinshop, roofing and spouting in connection with a Hard- 
— Store help Hardware trade? Does it not belong to the Hardware 
trade ?’ 

“What is the best way to mark selling price on goods, in plain 
figures or characters?’ 

“Will it be profitable to a small Hardware.store to carry goods at 
prices to meet the catalogue house goods? Would it be best for a 
country Hardware man to sell strictly for cash, so he can meet the 
catalogue house price?’’ 

At this interesting work the rest of the afternoon was spent. 


THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 

Nearly the entire morning was devoted to Fire Insurance. The 
convention was called to order promptly by President Baker at 9:30, 
and it was moved and carried that the Association immediately go into 
a committee of the whole to consider the report of the OnIo HArp- 
WARE DEALERS’ INSURANCE COMPANY. C. W. Jewell of Utica was se- 
lected as Secretary. George M. Gray, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Ohio Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Insurance Company, read his report 
which was an interesting one. 


NATIONAL DELEGATE REPORTS. 


The regular business of the convention was resumed with President 
Baker in the chair. The report of the delegate to the meetine of the 
National Retail Hardware Association being called for, C. S. Johnson 
of that committee made his report, which concluded as follows: 

We urge you one and all to carefully read the National Bulletin and 

, KEEP IN TOUCH WITH THE MANUFACTURERS 
and jobbers, who are our friends. We all know firms who are loyal 
to the retail Hardware dealers. and we in turn should be loyal to 
such concerns, and as members of our different state organizations 
and especially as individual members of the Ohio association, the first 
of its kind. 
WE MUST NOT LAG OR GROW WEARY, 

but must be up and doing and keep our secretary well posted at all 
times. Be not afraid to write him a few lines, if only such once a 
month. The 24 cents spent thus during the year will more than repay 
you when you meet in convention assembled. Likewise. we would 
like to impress upon you the importance of keeping in touch with the 
— secretary, as he needs the ammunition and encouragement of 
all. 

Write to him, and if you have any kicks coming, any words of cheer, 
and if you have anything in the way of a news item be sure and pass 
them up to him, as it takes work to produce a bulletin such as we have 
to-day. 

In conclusion I wish to urge that we back up our secretary in the 
attendance at these annual meetings and see that he has sufficient 
help that he may realize during the year upon all the good features 
that will be presented at the secretaries’ meetings during the annua!’ 
conventions of the national association. 


THE QNESTION BOX 
was then resumed with more question. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 

The convention was called to order promptly at 2 P. M. The Treas- 
urer, L. F. Stahler, made his annual report, which showed that the 
total receipts for the year, including the balance originally on hand. was 
$2,625.00 and the total disbursements were $2,197.43: leaving a balance 
on hand of $427.57. 

Secretary F. A. Bare. of Mansfield, then presented his annual re 
port. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF SECRETARY. 


To my mind one of the highest compliments that can be paid to 
the Ohio Hardware Association is the fact that every man of the 
original thirteen organizers has stayed with it so long as he was 
in business, has been an ardent and an enthusiastic supporter of the 
organization without cessation. 

The makers of our constitution showed their wisdom when they said 
in Article 1, “The object of this association shall be the mutual bene- 
fit of the retail Hardware merchants of Ohio by promoting their 
interests and securing their 


FRIENDLY CO-OPERATION.’ 


This, gentlemen, puts the responsibility of this organization unon the 
tndividual members. 

You will agree with me that in every city or town in our state 
there is almost without exception a Hardware merchant who is a 
prominent and influential citizen, who takes an interest in the welfare 
of the state as well as in the development of his own town. Now, 
suppose we could have in this organization every such representative 
man in the state, and carry it further—suppose the leading Hardware 
merchant in every town in the United States were an active worker 
in his own state association, and through it affiliated with the National. 
Suppose the National secretary were to notify every state secretarv 
of the proposed pending dangerous legislation, the state secretary 
in turn notify an active, influential, wide-awake citizen of every town 
and hamlet in his state, every one of these gentlemen so notified, teie- 
graph or write his representative in Congress and both of his United 
States senators.

To the Executive Committee was left the matter of sending 
delegates to the convention of the National Association at 
Chicago. 

At the Smoker on Thursday afternoon the presence of Presi- 
dent Bogardus, Samuel A. Bigelow, former President of the 
National Hardware Association, T. James Fernley, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the National Hardware Association, and J. B. Sar- 
gent of Sargent Co., New Haven, Conn., added importance to 
the occasion. An address was delivered during the convention 
proceedings by Mr. W. P. Bogardus on the proposed changes in 
the postal laws, in the course of which he said. 

Last year about 70,000,000 pounds of letters and postal cards 
went through the mails, and the income was about $70,000,000, 
or about $1 per pound. In the second class there was distributed 
365,000,000 pounds, and the income was about $3,000,000, or a 
little over I cent per pound. 


THE LOSS 


on carrying that amount of second-class matter was over $40,- 
000,000. First-class matter furnished 80 per cent. of the postal 
income and used only four per cent. of the tonnage. Second- 
class matter furnished a little over 4 per cent. of the income and 
took 6514 per cent. of the tonnage. And third and fourth class 
matter almost paid their way. 


OTHER ADDRESSES. 


T. James Fernley brought the greetings of the National Hard- 
ware Association and told the work of the Association. He was 
followed by J. B. Sargent, who was given a hearty reception, 
indicating the high appreciation in which he is held. Mr. Sargent 
made an interesting and able address, in which he made reference 
to some of the questions connected with the distribution of Hard- 
ware and alluded to the desirability of marketing goods through 
the retail merchants. 

Friday evening was devoted entirely to the banquet which was 
provided for the occasion. Over 200 ladies and gentlemen were 
present. At the guest table were President J. B. Hunter, who 
acted as toast master; President Bogardus, Secretary Fernley, 
J. B. Sargent, Samuel A. Bigelow of the Bigelow & Dowse Co., 
Boston; R. R. Williams, Hardware Editor of Iron Age; Charles 
E. Adams of Lowell, President of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Trade; William H. Sayward, secretary and treasurer of the 
Master Builders’ Association of Boston; William A. Barrett, 
president of the Boston Common Council, who represented 
Mayor Fitzgerald; Rev. Eugene R. Shippen, Dorchester, and F. 
Alexander Chandler. President Barrett responded to the toast 
“Boston;” President Bogardus, “The National Retail Hardware 
Association;” Charles E. Adams, “The Ladies;” Mrs. S. H. 
Thompson, Lowell, “For the Ladies,” a graceful and pleasing 
feature of the occasion; J. B. Sargent, “The Manufacturers;” 
R. R. Williams, “The Trade Press;” Rev. Mr. Shippen, “The New 
Man;” Mr. Fernley, “The National Hardware Association.” It 
was a most delightful evening, a fitting ending to a gathering of 
New England Hardware merchants which was full of promise of 
good work to come as well as a demonstration of good work 


done.

There was a large representation of manufacturers, and the 
exhibits were of an interesting character. They more largely 
participated in that department than on any previous occasion held 
in New England.

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The tenth annual convention of the Minnesota Retail Hard- 
ware Association was held at the Nicollet Hotel, Minneapolis, on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, February 28, March 1 and 
At the sessions there was always a large number of delegates. 
As there were probably 700 members and others present the 
spacious hall was crowded on each occasion. 

At the Wednesday afternoon session the delegates were called 
to order by President Stebbins at two o'clock, and an address of 
welcome was delivered by Mayor D. P. Jones of Minneapolis, 
which was responded to by FE. H. Loyhed with a well delivered 
address. 

PRESIDENTS ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

President Stebbins then delivered his annual address, in part 
as follows: 

We must realize that the business methods of yesterday are 
not the methods of to-day. A constant change is taking place, 
and as the individual tries to keep pace with this evolution and 
the conditions that follow mammoth combinations of capital and 
brains he must of necessity realize that the situation demands 
constant and determined effort aided by progressive thought. 
Do I hear some one ask, What can this association do as against 
these combinations, intrenched as they are behind untold wealth ? 
My answer is to keep digging and improve our opportunities as 
best we may and results will follow. 

I once heard a minister say that the greatest thing in life 1s 
opportunity. If we improve the opportunity of to- day, while the 
pendulum seems to be swinging farther and farther away, who 
knows but what something said’ or done during this meeting 
may hit a responsive chord throughout the length and breadth 
of this land that will cause the pendulum to swing to the other 
extreme and we may receive a lasting benefit thereby? 

When we organized ten years ago those of us who were there 
little dreamed of the progress that would be made in a decade. 
We had no National Association, as we were among the first to 
organize. Now more than half the States in the Union have 
Hardware associations and are affiliated with the National. 





And right here let me say that while Minnesota is now in the lead 
in point of numbers, we must look well to our laurels, as we are 
being closely pressed. Within another decade I expect to see 
a Hardware organization in every State, when by co-operating 
with other similar bodies we can easily make our influence felt. 
Ten years ago the jobbers were not with us. To-day the jobbers 
and retailers are working hand in hand. Within the next ten 
years, instead of having ‘about 400 manufacturers friendly with 
us, | expect they will all be our friends. 

We occasionally hear criticism from Hardware merchants to 
the effect that our organization has accomplished nothing; that 
we meet annually, pass resolutions, go home and forget them, 
and thus end our efforts. My heart ever goes out in sympathy 
for such a deluded merchant, and I sometimes wonder if his 
digestive organs are in good working order or if his —— 
needs attention. [ never go home from a convention without a 
feeling that some good has been accomplished and a feeling ‘tha 
[ could make good. use of some suggestion or brother merchant's 
experience, and thus to some extent, at least, be the more com- 
petent to sell Hardware at a profit. If there be.such a pessimist 


here I would like to ask him, What have you done to help along 
the work? Have you offered any solution for the ills that be- 
set us? Have you ever taken any part in the discussions? Have 


you even as much as dropped a question in the Question Box? 
Do you continue to buy goods that are quoted in catalogues at 
ruinous prices? Whose fault is it that we have not accomplis shed 
all we could have hoped for? Is it not your fault and mine? 
Have any of us been as loyal to our association as we ought ? 

Loyalty to ourselves, our neighbors and our country iS ° God 
given virtue, the practice of which makes the true type of Amerft- 
can citizenship.

really need. 

The jobber should,,do..all ‘in his; power to. assist, the,, retail 
‘merchant, not to be satisfied, with, simply. selling yhim ,goods; and 
collecting his money, but. he Ip. the merchant dispase of. his, goods, 
which can be done by, supplying him with printed matter, set ad- 
vertisements, électros, hangers, ptice catds, and in’ manw' other 
ways.’ Here is’ where the ‘intelligent ‘salesman ‘makes himself 
of service to his customer. Much good advertising mattérds te- 
legated to the ash theap for lack of imterest or understanding on 
the part of the’ merchant. 

The jobber who, depends principally on financial ;favors to hold 
trade shows a lack of confidence, in his goods, service and prices. 
The retail merchant who is entirely dependent. on a ,iobber. for 
financial accommodations is not likely to be on an eqtal footing 
with his neighbor, to say nothing of attempting to compete with 
our arch enémy, the catalogue house, which buys’ and sells ‘for 
cash. |

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A man may sell a bill of Hardware, a Stove or a Corn Planter 
without making much noise, but when he sells a bill of Paint he 
cannot help making noise, and if he is handling a good Paint, 
a Paint that will give his customer satisfaction, this bill of Paint 
will be a monument, a standing advertisement in his locality. 
Every neighbor will see it, notice it and will be almost certain 
to ask the buyer what kind of Paint he used on his house and 
where it was bought. I am of the opinion that it is well worth 
the Hardware merchant’s while to sell a line of Paint, if it were 
only for the advertising he will get from it. 

Mixed paint to be good must be just as pure and just as 
honestly made as Hand Mixed Lead and Oil. It should be com- 
posed of Lead, Zinc, Linseed Oil, a little Turpentine and Dryer 
and the necessary coloring pigments to make the different shades, 
and in my opinion a dealer will make a great mistake in putting 
in any line of Paint unless he is absolutely certain that his 
Paint is pure, for you must bear in mind that your principal com- 
petition will be strictly pure, Hand Mixed White Lead, and in 
order to successfully displace Hand Mixed White Lead you must 
give your customer a Paint that is just as pure,. just as honestly 
made, and superior in other respects. 

It is not enough to have the manufacturer agree to sell no 
one else direct; he should make provision to see that none of 
his goods reach your community through any mail order or 
catalogue house, or through any other source, for if you work 
hard to build up a business on the line you control you ought to 

spare no pains to safeguard your interests and keep that line out 
of the hand of every one else. 

To sum the whole matter up, we have the following: 

1. It is to the interest of every Hardware merchant to carry 
Paint. 

2. He should carry nothing but the best. 

3. He should carry a line that is effectively advertised. 

4. He should have the exclusive sale of the full line manu- 
factured by the firm he does business with.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

t is commonly said that some people can always find fault, 
but he would be exceedingly ingenious who could find fault with 
the present volume of trade, as we do not recall a year in 
which February has recorded such an enormous volume of busi- 
ness, as this new year of 1906. Last year the month of Febru- 
ary was a record breaker, but 1906 has far exceeded 1905. A 
new record has been established which makes a high mark for 
the endeavor of future years. No doubt the open Winter has 
partly been the cause of this abnormal trade, as building opera- 
tions have been greatly forwarded by the open winter—not only 
are building operations in our own city going forward on an 
enormous scale, but these conditions are by no means confined 
to Philadelphia. In almost all parts of the country we hear of 
similar reports of active operations. 

[t would seem that the unusually high prices of lumber, steel 
and other building materials, as well as the high wages paid for 
labor, might cause a suspension of building activities, but this 
is far from being the case. The general conditions of trade and 
widespread prosperity seem to justify the work that is being 
done. The mild Winter is, also, responsible for the unusual and 
early demand for Spring goods of all kinds. Much outdoor work 
forbidden at this season of the year has been possible for a long 
while and farmers and mechanics are not slow in taking advan- 
tage of the situation, so that the demand for Spring goods is of 
such a character that in many lines manufacturers now complain 
of being swamped with orders. 

It is hardly fair, however, to give the Weather Bureau credit 
for all this development of business. No doubt, a large part of 
it is due to the blessing bestowed on our country by a bounti- 
ful Providence in the large crops which have been marketed at 
high prices. It is comparatively rare that large crops and 
high prices go hand in hand, but the wedding of these two fac- 
tors has resulted in bringing to the farmer and community un- 
usual surplus means, so that not only have old debts been can- 
celled, but luxuries hitherto unattainable have been brought 
within the means of thousands, and as a man’s desires are bound- 
less, he is very ready to employ his surplus means in satisfy- 
ing his cravings. 

The conservatism of our manufacturers—or rather Hardware 
manufacturers—under such circumstances calls for a few words 
of praise, as they have shown commendable slowness in yielding 
to the temptation of advancing prices unreasonably. It is true, 
that many complaints are heard of high prices but these criticisms 
are more rife in other lines of business than in ours. The great 
increase in the cost of materials, notably brass, copper and tin, 
has compelled some advance on special lines, but on the whole 
the advances have been quite moderate, and some goods can still 


be mentioned which are sold at practically old prices, and if the 
higher cost of materials is taken into consideration, apparently 
sell on a lower margin than was paid for them several years ago. 
We earnestly hope, in times like these, prudence may keep pace 
with ambition. The new forces, which of late have entered the 
mercantile world in the guise of mammoth trusts and corpora- 
tions have perhaps modified the old laws which appeared to regu- 
late business and which we considered infallible. He would be 
rash, however, who ventured to say that these laws have become 
obsolete. It seems to us the part of wisdom to recognize the fact 
that experience is still a valuable teacher, and that the old les- 
sons of the dangers of undue expansion may be a warning not to 
let our zeal outrun discretion. It is hardly to be expected that 
prosperity will always be with us, and as has been said by the 
wise man of old: “The prudent man forseeth the evil and hideth

THE ALBANY TRADE. 

We have just worried through what is the dullest month in 
the year as far as the selling of goods is concerned for immediate 
shipment, but for future business it is quite as good as any of the 
early Spring months. The weather conditions in this section 
have been unfavorable for business. The long continued mild 
weather has kept the river open; no ice has been made and con- 
sequently the large amount of money which is usually disbursed 
along the river front between this city and Poughkeepsie has not 
been in circulation. Possibly it may surprise many readers to 
learn that this sum, covering the expense of harvesting, storing, 
reshipping and delivering to New York City, involves the large 
amount of $2,500,000 in one season and by taking this out of 
circulation of necessity means a large loss of business to the 
local dealers along the Hudson river. The sales for future deliv- 
ery on general Hardware and metal business, have been as large 
as usual and the report from our customers indicates a hopeful 
condition of business throughout the Spring season. The market 
is well maintained. There are but few instances where any sag- 
ging in price is noticed. A slight reduction in the price of lead 
and goods made of this material is observed and is very satis- 
factory to the plumbing and other branches of trade that uses 
this line as the prices have been higher than conditions seemed 
to warrant. The staples, including wire nails and fencing are well 
maintained in price and, in fact, no instances of weakness in this 
branch of business seem to have been noticed. A month hence 
undoubtedly the country trade will have started up and the wheels 
of commerce will attain a greater speed, all the merchants proba- 
bly be just clamoring for shipments of orders which have been 
dragging along the road.

THE PRESENT DAY SALE OF GAS AND OIL ENGINES. 
The present day widespread use of oil and gas engines has di- 
vert'd the source of power from the engineers, as associated with 
those engaged in the erection of heavy plant and the manufacture 
of steam engines, and make it possible for the Hardwaremen, 
mi of whom are well able to undertake the work, to handle 
coniracts for the erection of motors and power for driving ma- 
chinery. Many ironmongers have introduced machinery into 
the:r own workshops, and use small oil and gas engines for pro- 
viding power, running dynamos, etc. This has taught ironmong- 
ers’ workmen, by experience, something of their use and afforded 
them practical knowledge of such engines, especially of the 
smaller sizes. Quite a number of comparatively small wheel- 
wrights and builders now make these little engines and find them 
useful. There are many makes on the market, among which the 
“Jack of all Trades,” handled in this country by Fairbanks, Morse 
& Co., of London, is very popular and is sold largely as well as 
engines of English make.

IRON MONGERS AND THE SEED TRADE. 


Many years ago the greater part of the business in farm seeds 
was conducted through the ironmongers, and farmers regularly 
drew their supply of cereals and root crops from that source. 
The seed grower in time developed into a seed merchant and 
many of the leading firms became catalogue houses dealing di- 
rect with the farmer. \vnen the implement man became an inde- 
pendent trader he sold implements and machines only, but in 
time he added seeds, oil cakes, and food stuffs; so the business 
drifted away from the country ironmonger and, with only a few 
rare exceptions, seeds and artificial manures were banished from 
the Hardwareman’s store. During recent years, however, many 
ironmongers have combined the implement trade with that of 
Hardware, and, finding it pays, have made a separate branch of 
this section; thus, in a great number of instances seeds, now 
sold in packets and bags conveniently handled, as well as food 
stuffs and oil cakes, are again being distributed through the old 
channels. Garden and flower seeds and various sundries are 
gradually being looked upon as a part of the horticultural branch 
of the Hardware business and many ironmongers have now built 
up really good turnovers in that direction. The springtime, when 
the trade will be at its height, is coming on, and considerable 
activity is already visible among country ironmongers in conse 
quence. 


EARLY SPRING GARDEN TOOLS. 


Already some ironmongers have filled their windows with 
lawnmowers and rollers, spades and forks—the first requirements 
of spring gardening operations. Window-dressing is an art, and 
the results a successful window dresser may achieve, far-reach 
ing. Indeed it is difficult to estimate the extent efforts of sales- 
men are influenced by it, and to how great an extent their best 
sales may be traced to window dressing. Considering the advaie- 
ages of good, smart, effective and frequently-changed windows, 
fully believed in by drapers and other retailers, it is hard to un- 
derstand why Hardwaremen do not give more attention to this 
important matter. True, the windows of British ironmongers 
are now far advanced from those lukewarm efforts remembered 
by Hardwaremen who are now far advanced in age: still. it is 
no use disguising the fact that a great sameness is noticeable in 
ironmongers’ windows and, as an ironmonger remarked to me 
a few days ago, “even the special displavs and artistic windows 
of American Hardwaremen, sometimes held up as bright exaus 
ples for English ironmongers to copy, have lost some of their 
shine and originality.” 

STEEI. GIRDERS VS. WOODEN BEAMS. 

Although here and there buildings are being run up in London 
bearing strong resemblance to American sky-scrapers, the “lofty” 
example is not closely followed in our great citv; nevertheless. 
Steel girders are fast taking the place of old English wooden 
beams. Indeed, the transition is almost as complete as _ that 
change which has abolished “the wooden walls of England” and 
substituted the great steel structures of which the “Dread- 
naught,” launched a few days ago by His Majesty, the King, at 
Portsmouth, is a magnificent example. Steel girders are, of 


course, largely contracted for direct from the manufacturer, still, 
a very fair business is now done by builders’ ironmongers in 
these commodities. 


The use of expanded steel is also another 





growing feature which has to be reckoned with. Instead of lath 
and plaster walls and divisions, expanded steel, not only for in- 
terior work but as the groundwork of exterior walls, is being 
used more and more. So, right along the line, metal largely enters 
into building materials and enterprising builders’ ironmongers 
have many opportunities for the expansion of their trade; and, 
it is pleasing to know, they are taking those opportunities, and 
much of the building materials hitherto handled by so-called 
builders’ merchants now go through the books of Hardwaremen. 


THE GREAT DISTRICT SHOWS. 


The fixtures of local agricultural shows for 1906 season are 
now mostly made and full programmes of the leading district 
migratory shows have been issued. There are three Great Shows 
which stand out prominently and which are regarded as events 
not lightly to be overlooked by implement makers. These are the 
Royal, which is now migratory and will be held this year at 
Derby; the Bath and West, a society covering the Soutnern and 
Western counties of England, to be held at Swindon (a great 
railway town, although in the middle of a wide agricultural dis- 
trict) ; and the Highland, a show visited by all Scotch and North 
of England farmers, to be held at Peebles. At all these shows 
American harvester firms attend year after year, their salesmen 
pointing out the merits of the light, attractive and reliable prod- 
ucts of the land across the water—now but a comparatively snort 
trip from the old country. 


WHAT ARE IRONMONGERS DOING? 


Is a question which may arise in the minds of some of your 
readers. It is a natural one, easily answered. Retailers of Hard- 
ware hold a prominent place among tradesmen in every town in 
the United Kingdom. They sell goods for which there is a steady 
demand in every home, in every workshop, and even in every 
retail establishment. It is well to remember the backbone of the 
trade although we are apt sometimes to think more of the side 
lines and outlying branches which are given prominence in dis- 
cussions on how to increase trade and are brought forward at 
trade conferences, than of the groundwork of every Hardware- 
man’s stock. During the past month stocktaking has been going 
on, and in some instances “sales” have been conducted in order 
to reduce surplus stock, to get rid of damaged articles, and to 
clear out unsalable lines so that room may be made for new 
goods. It is especially desirable to reduce out of season goods 
and to mark down lamps and such like at the close of the season, 
and ironmongers are doing this more than ever. During the past 
few weeks several of the larger associations have held their an- 
nual dinners, among the rest being the London Association, which 
has the largest membership of any. 


ABOUT OLD CLOCKS. 


In an articte on “Old-Fashioned Timepieces” in a_ recent 
Delineator, N. Hudson Moore gives some facts of interest, among 
them being the following: 

“The origin of the earliest time-keeping device is lost in an- 
tiquity, but among the first clocks composed of an assemblage of 
wheels. of which there is no doubt as to age, is the clock in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. London, which was put up in 1286. By 1600 
there were clocks made for a moderate price and for the use of 
the average householder. These clocks were known by the names 
‘bird cage.’ ‘lantern,’ or ‘bedpost’ clocks. They were put on 
shelves or brackets attached to the wall, and were wound by pull- 
ing down the opposite ends of ropes on which the weights were 
hung. Some of these were striking clocks: others were furnished 
with an alarm, and none of them was expected to run more than 
thirty hours. “The pendul1m, which was introduced abort 146r, 
superceded the halance. The first form was known as the ‘bob 
pendulum,’ which by 1680 was followed by the ‘roval’ or long 
pendulum. America has contributed many valuable inventions 
to the science of clockmaking. the most important being steel 
springs, which could be produced at a low price, and thus enable 
the manufacture of cheap clocks. Another invention was the 
pendulum covered with gold leaf, which is a necessary part of a 
reonlator clock. and which was made by Silas B. Terry, a son 
of Eli Terry, of Windsor, Conn., who was one of the early makers 
of American clocks.”
